iod of two or three 
years. Once a teecher 
has proven his/her com- 
petency and is kept on 
beyond the probationary 
period, he cannot be 
dismissed without just 
cause. Written reasons 
mist be given to him SO 
days before the end of 
the school year and all 
the board members must 
agree to the dismissal. 

The biggest argument 
I've heard against Ten- 
ure is that it might 
"freeze" a poor teacher 
into 8 system and that 
there would be too much 
red tape involved in 
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Freeland 


Tenure is a law where- 


dismissing him. I fail 
to see why. The proba- 
ti6nary period is for 


spotting these teachers. 


If one slips by the ad- 
ministrator, but he 
later finds just cause 
for dismissal, having 
to write down the rea- 
sons should not be a 
deterrent. As one ad- 
ministrator said, "You 
don't go around firing 


people for the fun of 
it. Either you have 
good reasons or you 


don't." If it's felt 
more time is needed to 
judge this teacher, the 
Suverintendent notifies 
the State Tenure Qom- 
mission. 


The teachers in Free- 
land, to be perfectly 
honest, don't feel the 
need of Tenure. We have 
felt for some time that 
the majority of people 
in Freeland are inter- 
esteá in good education 
They have shown this in 
many ways. 

Then why are we out 
with petitions? Because
